RURAL DISTRICT OE MULLINGAR. 

Provisional Order to enable the Council of the Rural District 
of Mullingar to put in force the Compulsory Clauses 5 
of the Lands Clauses Acts. 

WHEREAS tlic council of tlio rural district of Mullingar (in tliis

1. The district couuciL shall be empowered to put in force with 
re fere] ice to the lands water and rights described in the schedule 
hereto and for the purpose aforesaid the powers of the Lands Clauses 
Acts as amended by section 8 of the Public Health (Ireland) Act 20 
1896 with respect to the purchase and talcing of lands otherwise than 
by agreement or any of them.

COUNTY OE TIPPERARY (SOUTH RIDING). 

Provisional Order made in pursuance of Article 22 of 
the Local Government {Application of Enactments) 
g Order 1898. 

WHEREAS by subsection (1) of Article 22 of the schedule to the 
Local Government (Application of Enactments) Order 1898 (in this 
Order referred to as “the Order of 1898”) a county council are 
authorised to borrow in the manner and for the purposes in that 
10 subsection mentioned and by subsection (2) of the same Article it is 
provided that where the total . debt of the county council (after 
deducting the amount of any sinking fund and of any debt or capital 
liability incurred on account of lunatic asylums) exceeds or if the 
proposed loan is borrowed will exceed the amount of one-tenth of the 
15 annual rateable value of the rateable property in the county the pro- 
posed loan shall not be borrowed except where it is for the purpose 
of a lunatic asylum or except in pursuance of a Provisional Order 
made by the Local Government Board for Ireland (in this Order 
referred to as “ the Local Government Board ”) and confirmed by 
20 Parliament : 

And whereas the county council of the county of Tipperary (South 
Riding) (in this Order referred to as “ the council ”) propose to 
borrow under the said Article loans which by reason of the limit imposed 
in that Article cannot be borrowed except in pursuance of a Provisional 
25 Order of the Local Government Board confirmed by Parliament : 

And whereas it is expedient that a Provisional Order should be 
made under the said Article for the purposes of the proposed loans : 

Now therefore We the Local Government Board in exercise of the 
powers given to Us by Article 22 of the Order of 1898 and of all 
3 q other powers enabling Us in that behalf do hereby order that from and 
after the date of the Act confirming this Order the following provisions 
shall have effect namely : — 

1. The council may from time to time in pursuance of this Order 
borrow under and in accordance with the provisions of Article 22 of 
35 the Order of 1898 loans not exceeding in the aggregate twenty-three 
thousand seven hundred and forty-seven pounds and seventeen shillings 
notwithstanding that at the time of such borrowing the total debt of 
the council (after deducting the amount of any sinking fund and of 
any debt or capital liability incurred on account of lunatic asylums)
